Property values 

rise slightly in 
’13: City officials 


Assessing the situation. 

Some residents say the 
higher property values 
only means extra cost 


Edmonton property values 
went up in 2013, city officials 
announced Thursday, with an 
increase of 2.5 per cent for the 
average single-family home 
from 2012 numbers. 

A typical single-family 
home in the city is now valued 
at $374,500, which will mean 
that the homeowner will pay 
approximately $95 more this 
year with the city’s budget tax 
increase of 4.92 per cent that 
was approved in December. 

“There’s still a few un¬ 
knowns but this gives a good 
estimate as to what you can ex¬ 
pect on your tax bills,” said Rod 
Risling, branch manager and 
city assessor. 


The value of condos, town- 
houses and duplexes jumped by 
2.1 per cent, while apartment 
buildings increased in value 
by 6.6 per cent. Commercial 
properties saw a 6.3 per cent in¬ 
crease in their assessment. 

Homes in the Boyle Street, 
McCauley, Grandview Heights, 
Brander Gardens and Clover- 
dale areas increased the most 
for average assessments as of 
July 1, 2013. 

The Boyle Street neighbour¬ 
hood had the highest increase, 
with an 8.8 per cent jump from 
2012 assessment figures, some¬ 
thing Risling speculates is due 
to the neighbourhood revital¬ 
ization happening in the area. 

Boyle Street resident Manon 
Aubiy says the increase only 
speaks to neighbourhood ef¬ 
forts to improve its image. 

“That’s not surprising con¬ 
sidering how much work is 
being done in the area. All of 
the negative things have been 


taken away and now we’ve 
really got the area on track to 
be redeveloped into a really 
nice downtown kind of feel,” 
she said. 

But Community League 
president and longtime resi¬ 
dent Thim Choy said increased 
property value will only mean 
higher taxes in the future. 

“This is a way for (the city) 
to catch a lot of homeowners. 
In other words, they say, ‘If you 
don’t like it, then you have to 
sell your property.’ There’s no 
such thing as fair anymore,” 
said Choy. 

Municipal and provincial 
education taxes paid by each 
homeowner are determined 
based on the market value of an 
individual home. The final tax 
rate will be decided this spring. 
The city has already mailed all 
property assessment notices 
out to residents. City officials 
assessed 352,891 properties in

Edmonton 
parking bans in 
place after New 
Year’s Eve storm 

The city will place both sea¬ 
sonal and targeted parking 
bans in place starting Friday 
to tackle the snow removal 
after Tuesday’s storm. 

The seasonal parking 
ban starts at 7 a.m. Friday, 
with the targeted park¬ 
ing bans expected to start 
Monday after the city lifts 
the seasonal ban. 

“While those parking 
bans are in effect, it’s illegal 
to park on those signed 
routes,” said Bob Dunford, 
director of roadway main¬ 
tenance with the city. 

“The seasonal parking 
ban allows us to do our job 
more efficiently, get a better 
end product, and of course, 
(is) safer for our operators 
and the public.” 

Starting Monday, the 
targeted parking bans will 
be in effect only during 
specific times on certain 
routes where windrows are 
being removed, said city 
administration. “No Park¬ 
ing” signs will be placed 
temporarily in the targeted 
areas 24 hours before snow 
removal. 

The parking ban will be 
enforced, with tickets and 
towing, between 7 a.m. and 
7 p.m. while windrows are 
being removed. 

City officials say this 
winter has been above 
average for snow removal, 
which has put the city 
department over budget. 

Specific dollar figures 
weren’t provided at this 
time.

Contagious infection. 

Three Edmontonians 
dead from HlNl 


Edmonton is being hit hard 
with the influenza infection 
this season, with 371 lab- 
confirmed cases reported by 
Alberta Health Services (AHS) 
Thursday, with 350 of those 
cases classified as the HlNl 
strain. 

There have been 965 cases 
reported across the province, 
which AHS officials say is al¬ 
most double the amount of flu 
cases reported last year. 

Three people have died of 


HlNl in the Edmonton area, 
with a total of five deaths in 
the province reported from the 
virus. 

“What we have seen in the 
last three weeks is a rapid accel¬ 
eration of the number of cases, 
which is typical of our annual 
influenza,” said Dr. Gerry Predy, 
senior medical officer of health 
with Alberta Health Services. 

The median age of hospit¬ 
alized influenza patients is be¬ 
tween 45 and 48 years old, ac¬ 
cording to Predy. 

More than 800,000 Alber¬ 
tans have been vaccinated as of 
Thursday, with long lineups ex¬ 
pected as Edmonton area mass 
immunization clinics opened 
Friday. 


Long lineups faced people 
waiting in line at Calgary’s two 
mass immunization clinics 
Thursday. So far, two Calgarians 
have died from the flu virus. 

“We want people to come 
forward and be vaccinated. If 
they come forward this year, 
we’re hoping they’ll become 
regular in immunizing (them¬ 
selves) moving forward,” said 
Predy. “We do know if you 
are immunized, you have a 
much better chance of staying 
healthy.” 

According to AHS’s website, 
“influenza causes about 20,000 
people to get admitted to the 
hospital and about 4,000 deaths 
in Canada each year.”

There was a lot to love about 
Edmonton last year: We 
fundraised to light up the 
High Level Bridge, readied 
the municipal airport for its 
transformation into a sustain¬ 
able neighbourhood, turned 
a local embarrassment on its 
head via “Machete Something 
Edmonton” and elected a 
mayor who probably won’t 
set the clock back to 1995. 

But I believe in self- 
improvement, especially 
when it comes to the little 
things. These are five bad 
habits (several I’m personally 
guilty of committing) that we 
can easily snuff out to make 
living in Edmonton even bet¬ 
ter in 2014. 

1) Giving Men’s Rights 
Edmonton undue atten¬ 
tion: They were in the news 
— in fact, they were in this 
column — for such antics as 
counter-protesting SlutWallc, 
canvassing the city with 
posters satirizing anti-rape 
campaigns and sending 
ringleader Nick Reading into 
the municipal election on the 
“Patriarchy” ticket. And what 
did it amount to? A construct¬ 
ive debate on gender equal¬ 
ity? Improved custody rights 
for fathers? Nope, just Men’s 
Rights Edmonton getting a 
rise out of the public, which 
is about all these trolls want. 
So let this be my last mention 
of this fomenting boys club. 

2) Complaining to the 
mayor about roads: Funny 
how the most potholed and 
snow-caked road is always the 
one in front of your house. 
You should really let the city’s 
transportation department 
know. Or call 311. Or accept 
it as a way of life already. But 
you know what’s embarrass¬ 
ing? Tweeting, emailing or 
calling the CEO of a city with 
a $l-billion budget about 

the damage to your tires. In 
between helping to create 


a national “big-city charter” 
and modernizing Edmonton’s 
LRT, I doubt he has time to 
plow your crescent. 

3) Using the word 
“revitalization”: Whatever 
happened to “upgrade,” “im¬ 
prove” or plain-old “sprucing 
up”? It seems that everything 
in Edmonton is being “revital¬ 
ized” — Capital Boulevard, 
downtown, McCauley. Even 
West Edmonton Mall uses 
this word, which is better 
fitted for Neutrogena ads, 

to describe its multimillion- 
dollar renovations. The 
problem with the R-word 
is that it implies promised 
vitality, but as we’ve learned 
from upgrades to 107 Avenue 
and Stony Plain Road, or from 
megaprojects like what’s 
now City Centre Mall, pretty 
buildings and fixtures don’t 
guarantee a fix. 

4) NIMBYism toward 
affordable housing: From 
mature Jasper Place to young 
Terwillegar Towne, few 
neighbourhoods will whole¬ 
heartedly embrace supportive 
housing. Not even inner-city 
communities, hence the 
ongoing affordable-housing 
moratorium in places like 
Central McDougall. Edmon¬ 
ton’s 10-year plan to end 
chronic homelessness has 
made huge gains, but it won’t 
succeed without supportive 
housing apartments. The 
city once mandated land for 
affordable housing in eveiy 
new neighbourhood. Is it 
time to reconsider? 

5) Saying you’re “busy”: 
This one’s not local. It’s 
universal — and personal, as 
I’ve been known to answer 
“How are you?” with “Busy” 
way too much. It stops now. 
Aside from being obnoxious 
and self-aggrandizing, it’s 
dismissive and does nothing 
to engage the conversation. 
Look, we’re all busy — busy 
with work, busy with kids, 
busy with Game of Thrones 
binge-watching. Why not skip 
the self-important prelude 
and get to the catching up? 



Bike-repair shop 
bound for new digs 


EBC. BikeWorks 
working on a bigger 
location to keep up 
with public demand

With more demand for bike 
repairs from Edmonton cyc¬ 
lists, the Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters’ Society (EBC) is 
wheeling into a new shop. 

Renovations are already 
underway for the shop that 
will feature more bike stands 
and more space for those in 
wheelchairs or with larger 
bikes. 

“We’re almost doubling 
our capacity for people com¬ 
ing in to work on their bikes,” 


said Christopher Chan, exec¬ 
utive director of EBC. 

The non-profit group 
operates BikeWorks, a repair 
shop that allows cyclists to 
fix their bikes with the pro¬ 
vided, necessary tools and 
parts for a small price. 

Long, winding queues in 
the summer are proof the 
demand for affordable bike 
repair is high and that more 


Edmontonians like to ride. 

“There’s so much demand 
in that area where we cur¬ 
rently are, south side, that 
having more space to meet 
demand will be greatly use¬ 
ful,” said Chan. 

The group is currently just 
past the halfway mark in its 
online Indiegogo campaign 
to raise $7,000, with all the 
dollars raised to be used for 


the bike-shop renovations 
and for items like bike stor¬ 
age racks. 

The new location will 
be at 8001-102 Street, just 
two blocks from the previ¬ 
ous south-side location. The 
group is aiming to open the 
shop this spring before the 
weather improves for Ed¬ 
monton’s growing cyclist 
community. 

The repair shop charges 
$2 for members or $5 for 
non-members, who will have 
access to all the tools and the 
necessaiy advice from vol¬ 
unteers. The group also sells 
children’s bikes for as low as 
$10 and adult bicycles range 
in price from $30 to $150.

U.S. officials 
alert for Bak 


Flammability. Crude 
shipped from Bakken 
oil patch is potentially 
more volatile than the 
traditional variety 


Following a string of explo¬ 
sive accidents, federal offi¬ 
cials said Thursday that crude 
oil being shipped by rail from 
the Northern Plains across 
the U.S. and Canada may be 
more flammable than trad¬ 
itional forms of oil. 

A safety alert issued by 
the U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation warns the public, 
emergency responders and 
shippers about the potential 
high volatility of the crude 
being shipped from the Bak¬ 
ken oil shale patch in Mon¬ 
tana and North Dakota. 


The warning comes after 
the massive explosion caused 
by an oil train derailment on 
Monday near Casselton, N.D. 
No one was hurt, but worries 
about toxic fumes prompted 
the evacuation of hundreds of 
residents. 

The oil boom in the Bak¬ 
ken has reduced the nation’s 
reliance on imported oil and 
brought thousands of jobs to 
the region. But as compan¬ 
ies have increasingly relied 
on trains to get that oil to 
lucrative coastal markets, 
public safety in communities 
bisected by rail lines has be¬ 
come a major concern. 

In July, 47 people were 
killed in Lac-Megantic, Que., 
when a train cariying Bakken 
crude derailed. Another oil 
train derailed and exploded 
in Alabama in November, kill¬ 
ing no one but releasing an 
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Ford more 
years for 
Toronto’s 
troubled 
mayor? 

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford officially 
shows his passport to a city clerk 
Thursday, as he registered as a 
candidate for the city's 2014 muni¬ 
cipal election in October. Toronto's 
troubled yet defiant mayor isn't 
allowing months of scandal to stop 
him from entering what's likely to 
be the most watched municipal 
race in the city's history. Rob Ford 
was first in line at city hall to sign 
up for the Oct. 27 mayoral election 
when the nomination period opened 
Thursday. He expressed confidence 
that he'll win “Ford More Years” in 
the top job, despite admitting to 
using crack cocaine in a “drunken 
stupor” and making a crude sexual 
comment on live TV, among other 
cringe-worthy incidents that have 
garnered international attention 
and made him the butt of jokes on 
late-night shows.

oil from 26 tanker cars. 

The amount of oil moved 
by rail has spiked since 2009, 
from just more than 10,000 
tanker cars to a projected 
400,000 cars in 2013. 

The issue of volatility is of 
importance for fire fighters 
and other emergency respond¬ 
ers who have to deal with acci¬ 


dents like the one in Casselton, 
said Fred Milllar, a rail safety 
consultant in Virginia. 

While it may appear ob¬ 
vious that crude oil is danger¬ 
ous, that message has not been 
fully shared with the hundreds 
of counties and cities across 
the U.S. that have seen a surge 
in crude oil trains, Millar said.

Thursday’s safety alert was 
partly due to results of 
preliminaiy tests on Balc- 
lcen oil to determine just 
how dangerous it is, said 
Jeannie Shiffer with the 
U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation’s Pipeline and 
Hazardous Materials Safety 
Administration. 


Shiffer said it is import¬ 
ant to know the volatility 
of the oil so that it can be 
properly handled during 
shipping.

Stafford slaying 


Rafferty turned 
down for legal aid 

Ontario’s Ministiy of the 
Attorney General will be 
picking up the tab for an 
appeal attempt by the man 
convicted of killing eight- 
year-old Victoria Stafford. 

Michael Rafferty’s lawyer 
says he has again been 
turned down for funding 
from Legal Aid Ontario after 
a judge ordered last month 


that it reconsider Rafferty’s 
case. 

Appeal Court Justice 
Marc Rosenberg had ruled 
the case is too complex for 
someone with a Grade 9 edu¬ 
cation and with no access to 
a law libraiy to handle on 
his own. 

Rafferty had been turned 
down four times by Legal Aid 
since his convictions in May 
2012 for first-degree murder, 
sexual assault causing bodily 
harm and kidnapping in 
Tori’s death, the Canadian press 
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Ice-trapped ship passengers rescued 


Safe and sound. Three 
icebreakers failed at 
reaching ship trapped 
in the Antarctic since 
Christmas Eve 


All 52 passengers trapped for 
more than a week on an ice¬ 
bound Russian research ship 
in the Antarctic were rescued 
Thursday when a Chinese 
helicopter swooped in and 
plucked them from the ice a 
dozen at a time. 

The dramatic internation¬ 
al rescue operation became 
possible once the weather 
finally cleared. Blinding 
snow, strong winds, fog and 
thick sea ice forced rescuers 
to turn back time and again. 

The twin-rotor helicopter 
— its red and yellow colours 
contrasting starkly against 
the ice and snow — carried 
scientists and tourists from 
the Russian ship MV Alcade- 
milc Sholcalslciy to an Aus¬ 
tralian icebreaker, according 
to the Australian Maritime 
Safety Authority’s Rescue 
Coordination Centre, which 


oversaw the rescue. 

At one point, the pas¬ 
sengers linked arms and 
stomped out a landing site 
in the snow next to the Rus¬ 
sian ship for the helicopter, 
which is based on a Chinese 
icebreaker. 

The eagerly anticipated 
rescue came after days of 
failed attempts to reach the 
vessel, which was trapped 
since Christmas Eve. 

The passengers were flown 
to an ice floe next to the Au¬ 
rora Australis icebreaker and 
then taken by a small boat to 
the Australian ship, said ex¬ 
pedition leader Chris Turney. 

The Aurora will take the 
passengers to Tasmania, a 
journey expected to take two 
weeks. 

“I think eveiyone is re¬ 
lieved and excited to be go¬ 
ing on to the Australian ice¬ 
breaker and then home,” said 
Turney. 

The Akademilc Shokal- 
slciy, which left New Zealand 
on Nov. 28, got stuck after a 
blizzard pushed the sea ice 
around the ship, freezing it in 
place about 2,700 kilometres 
south of Hobart, Tasmania.

Rwanda’s ex-spy 
chief found dead 

The body of Rwanda’s for¬ 
mer spy chief was found, 
possibly strangled, in a ho¬ 
tel in South Africa, police 
said Thursday. Rwan¬ 
dan dissidents accused 
President Paul Kagame of 
ordering his assassination. 

The suspicious death of 
Patrick Karegeya, a former 
Kagame ally who turned 
against him, follows a 
pattern of assassinations 
ordered by the Rwandan 
president, said Theogene 
Rudasingwa of the oppos¬ 
ition coalition Rwanda Na¬ 
tional Congress. Kagame’s 
government vehemently 
denies it targets dissidents. 

Karegeya’s body was 
discovered in a room at 
Johannesburg’s plush 
Michelangelo Towers hotel 
on New Year’s Day, and 
many questions remain 
unanswered in a countiy 
with a high crime rate. 

A murder investigation 
has been opened in the 
death of the 53-year-old 
who reportedly fled to 
South Africa in 2007.

Snapchat to issue more 
secure app after breach 


Snapchat says it plans to put 
out a more secure version of its 
application following a breach 
that allowed hackers to col¬ 
lect the usernames and phone 
numbers of some 4.6 million of 
its users. 

The disappearing-message 
service popular with young 
people said in a blog post late 
Thursday that the updated 
version of its app would allow 
users to opt out of its “Find 
Friends” feature, which was 
apparently at the heart of the 
breach, and would stem future 
attempts to abuse its service. 

The breach occurred after 
security experts warned the 
company at least twice about a 
vulnerability in its system. 

Before announcing its plans 
to update the app, Snapchat 
had been quiet. Its seemingly

detached response caused some 
security specialists to wonder 
whether the young company 
could handle the spotlight that 
it’s been thrust into over the 
last year as its service has be¬ 
come enormously popular. 

In response to a second 
warning by Gibson Security, 
Snapchat said in a blog post 
that it had implemented “vari¬ 
ous safeguards” over the past 
year to make it more difficult to 
steal large sets of phone num¬ 
bers.

MIT. Researchers have 
found a new way to 
render 3D images of 
people and things in 
remote locations 


Researchers at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology have found 
a way to allow people in 
one place to interact with 
three-dimensional versions 
of people or objects in a dif¬ 
ferent location. 

MIT’s Tangible Media 
Group calls the technology 
inFORM. A person in one 
location moves or puts an 
object in front of a depth¬ 
sensing camera. That camera 
sends signals to a motorized 
pin screen somewhere else 
and that’s where the 3D im¬ 
age pops up. If someone on 
camera is moving his hands, 
for example, that movement 
would show up on the pin 
screen in another location. 

They hope the technol¬ 
ogy can eventually be used 
by urban planners and archi¬ 
tects. It could also be used by 
doctors and others who need 
to look at CT scans.

Long lines and blusteiy winter 
weather greeted Colorado ma¬ 
rijuana shoppers testing the 
nation’s first legal recreational 
pot shops Wednesday. 

It was hard to tell from talk¬ 
ing to shoppers, however, that 
they had waited hours in snow 
and frigid wind. 

“It’s a huge deal for me,” 
said Andre Barr, a deliveiyman 
who drove from Michigan to be 
part of the legal weed experi¬ 


ment. “This wait is nothing.” 

The world was watching as 
Colorado unveiled the modem 
world’s first fully legal mari¬ 
juana industiy — no doctor’s 
note required (as in 18 states 
and Washington, D.C.) and no 
unregulated production of the 
dmg (as in the Netherlands). 
Uruguay has fully legalized pot 
but hasn’t yet set up its system. 

Colorado had 24 shops open 
Wednesday, most of them in 


Denver, and aside from long 
lines and sporadic reports of 
shoppers cited for smoking pot 
in public, there were few prob¬ 
lems. “Everything’s gone pretty 
smoothly,” said Barbara Brohl, 
Colorado’s top marijuana regu¬ 
lator. 

Shoppers didn’t seem fazed 
by the wait, the prices, or the 
state and local taxes that to¬ 
talled more than 25 per cent.

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Long-awaited fourth season will 
no doubt delight Downton fans 



Much more to come. 
Executive producer says 
there will be more than 
five and fewer than 10 
seasons of the PBS show 


As it returns for its much-await¬ 
ed fourth season, Downton Ab¬ 
bey remains a saga about ele¬ 
gance, tradition and gentility 
— and the pressures of preserv¬ 
ing them. 

On the premiere, airing 
Sunday at 9 p.m. EST on PBS, 
Lady Mary Crawley has buckled 
under the weight of widow¬ 
hood six months after her 
husband, Matthew, perished 
in a car crash. Inconsolable at 
the start of the episode, Mary 
(played by Michelle Doclceiy) 
dismisses their infant son as “a 
poor little orphan.” 

Her father, Lord Robert 
Crawley (Hugh Bonneville), 
wrestles with business pres¬ 
sures: the death of Matthew 


and the absence of a will have 
thrown the Downton manor, 
already financially fragile, into 
further crisis. 

Meanwhile, the modem 
world of 1922 bears down on 
the Downton hidebound. Just 
consider the encroachment of 
an electric mixer, the newest 
threat to the culinaiy status 
quo over which Mrs. Patmore 


reigns in the kitchen. 

Even so, Mrs. Patmore re 
mains squat, high-strung yet 
unbending under the pressures 
of keeping the Downton nobil¬ 
ity well-fed. 

It’s no secret that Downton 
Abbey has dined out on start¬ 
ling success from almost the 
first moment it hit the air in 
Britain in 2010 (three months 


before its U.S. debut). 

It has gained a firm foothold 
in the culture, won 10 Emmys 
and two Golden Globes, and 
found a robust audience that 
rose to the challenge of calling 
it Downton, not Downtown. 
Last season’s finale drew 8.2 
million U.S. viewers, most of 
them left shattered by Mat¬ 
thew’s demise as they faced 
the long wait to see how the 
Downton elite and underclass 
would cope. In November there 
was a bit of good news for rabid 
fans with the announcement 
that, yes, next year there will 
be a fifth season. That news 
freed viewers to fret about their 
favourite show’s fate beyond 
2015: How many years will 
Downton carry on? 

Just ask Downton execu¬ 
tive producer Gareth Neame. 
Eveiybody else has. “We know 
there’s going to be more than 
five,” he replies patiently, “and 
I know there’s going to be less 
than 10.1 don’t know what hap¬ 
pens between now and then.”

Cauliflower is the new kale, salt 
is the new pepper and dough¬ 
nuts and burgers are going 
gangbusters — at least, that’s 
what food-trend watchers are 
predicting for 2014. 

“I would say that cauliflower 
is the new kale and will defin¬ 
itely surpass kale this year,” 
says Christine Couvelier, execu¬ 
tive chef and global culinaiy 
trendologist. Cauliflower can 
be mashed, grilled, broiled or 


Ingredients 


• l head roasted garlic 

• l 1/2 lb Yukon Gold potatoes 
cut into wedges, unpeeled 

• 1 lb raw cauliflower, broken 
into pieces 

• 2 cups diced onions 

• 2 tsp vegetable oil 

• 1 tbsp brown sugar 

• 1 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 tbsp sesame oil 

• 1/4 cup 2% milk 

• 3/4 cup frozen shelled eda- 
mame, blanched 

• pinch of salt and pepper 


cut in steaks and barbecued, 
served on its own or in salad or 
tossed with herbs and oils. 

Here, it’s teamed with eda- 
mame to add more nutrients 
and flavour to regular mashed 
potatoes. Roasting the vege¬ 
tables brings out a more in¬ 
tense flavour than boiling, as 
does the addition of sweet cara¬ 
melized onions. 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F. Line a 
baking sheet with foil sprayed 


with vegetable oil. Cut the top 
off the garlic head and wrap 
with foil and place on the bak¬ 
ing sheet along with the potato 
and cauliflower. Spray the vege¬ 
tables with vegetable oil. Roast 
for 30 minutes or just until 
tender, turning occasionally. 
Squeeze out the cloves of garlic. 

2. Meanwhile, add onions to a 
skillet along with the vegetable 
oil and saute on medium heat 
for 10 minutes just until tender. 


Add the brown sugar and saute 
for another 5 minutes. 

3. Mash potato wedges with 
skin in a large bowl. Place the 
cauliflower in a food processor 
along with the olive oil, sesame 
oil and milk and puree. Add 
to the mashed potatoes along 
with the onions, garlic cloves 
and edamame. Add the salt and

Whether you’re seeking to 
make a minor ripple or sizable 
splash in your home in 2014, 
prognosticators are hoping 
to help make the new year a 
stylish one with predictions of 
noteworthy new looks in decor.

the company’s standout hue 
for the new year was among a 
vast array of softer shades like 
Distant Gray, Peach Parfait and 
Lavender Mist.
